1. Claims 70-120,122,123,127-129,135-137,143-145 and 194-243 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, disclose nor make 
obvious the claimed method for treating a mammal having asthma and non-invasive fungus- 
induced rhinosinusitis, said method comprising mucoadministering to said mammal a 
formulation in an amount, at a frequency, and for a duration, effective to reduce or eliminate 
said asthma and said non-invasive fungus-induced rhinosinusitis, said formulation comprising 
an antifungal agent. The closest available prior art (Cody et al.) teaches treating allergic fungal 
sinusitis by nasal administration of antifungal agents or steroids. The reference fails to teach 
the method of treating asthma mid non-invasive fungus-induced rhinosinusitis as claimed in the 
instant claims. Therefore, the instant claims are patentably distinct from the prior art.
